of the Polish Army with a brown belt and silver buttons showing the 
Polish eagle o The caps had black lacquer visors and the Polish eagle 
was on the broad red band* The only v/eapons seen there were pistols $ 
rifles and submachine guns 0 Sane trucks were seen in the billeting area 0
